KILLS HERSELF r A HYPHOTIC SPELL. 


Strange Suicide of Miss Lucy Lukens 
of Chicage — Boston Physician 
Thinks She Was Hypnotized. 


Everett, Mass., May 11.—[Special.]—Miss 
Lucy Lukens of ‘Chicago, an artist of con- 
siderable talént and about 35 years old, 


Mr. and Mrs. Andrew P. Nelson in this city. 
She used a noose of bedclothes and was 
found hanging to the bedstead. One of her 
wrists was badly cut, as if she had first tried 
to sever an artery. Despondency is the only 
cause that can be surmised. 

Dr. C. M. Bishop of Boston, who had at- 
tended Miss Luken professionally, says that 
he is satistied that she was under a hypnotic 
spell. The doctor says Miss Luken had 
among her childhood friends one who was 
especially dear to her, a girl of about her 
ownage. After their school days they were 
separated for a time and did not meet again 
until I805. This friend had troubles and 
told her story to Miss Luken in a painful 
interview, in which Miss Luken said she her- 
self seemed to be losing her will power. 
Miss Luken told the doctor it haunted her 
during the day, and at night she would wake 
up with a start unable to shake off the un- 
canny spell. 

Dr. Bishop said Miss Luken consulted him 
May 2 and 7, and was to have called again 
yesterday. She was very nervous and ex- 
pressed a dread lest the influence which she 
was unable to throw off should become no- 
ticeable. The Goctor says he could not de- 
tect any trace of insanity in her condition, 
but she seemed to be rather under a hyp- 
notic spell. 

On a piece of paper found among her effects 

she had written: 
1 have sometimes really lost faith in 
God, but perhaps some day I shall see and 
know all. For the sake of those I love at 
home I have made the persistent effort that 
Ihave. I feel I have imposed upon you with 
this miserable story of mine. Forgive me, 
and help me if you can. I am troubled at 
times with thoughts I abhor. If I did not 
have the fear that thought had the power 
of communicating itself to others it would 
not trouble much.” 

On a tissue envelope, such as is used to 
cover phciographs, were the words: God 
help them to understand me. I am also a 
helpless victim.“ 

In pencil on a crumpled piece of paper was 
written: O, my darlings at home. I have 
made people unhappy, and I have been so 
helpless. 1 would not willingly harm any- 
thing. These are my last words before 
stahding before God, the great judge of all.

KNOCKS OUT THE CODY BARBER LAW. 


Supreme Court Declares It Class Leg- 
islation and Uncoastitutional—Case 
Not Yet Officially Heperted. 


Quincy, III., May 11.—{Special.}]—It is given 
out here tonight that the Supreme Court has 
declared the Cody Sunday barber law un- 
constitutional. The source of the informa- 
tion is secret, but it is said to be reliable. 

The opinion was filed late on Saturday 
night and has not yet been reported, but 
will be in a few days, 

The court holds that the law is class legis- 
lation: that it singles an especial business, 
and is therefore contrary to the spirit of 
the Constitution. 

It is also declared to be puritanical and 
not applicable to present conditions. 

The court was Unanimous on the question 
of the unconstitutionality of the law, though

In ministerial meetings and various 
religious conventions Sunday closing was 
warmly commended. 

But the change was not brought about 
without a bitter contest. Many proprietors 
of shops ignored the law. The Barbers’ 
Union quickly took up the fight. Warrants 
were sworn out on Sunday after Sunday 
wherever business was conducted and both 
proprietors and barbers were compelled to 
go to suburban justice courts until life grew 
wearisome. When that course did not en- 
force the aw absolutely committees went 
from shop to shop endeavoring to close 
them by threat. In some cases violence was 
used to enforce Sunday rest. 

Proprietor Eden of the Great Northern 
Hotel early became conspicuous for ignoring 
the Cody law and being assessed fines in 
consequence. He was arrested several times 
along with the employés of his shop and 
the party took the better part of several 
days off visiting magistrates’ courts. 
The hotelman said his guests expected bar- 
bers’ service on Sunday, and as long as he 
kept shop they would get it. 

Mr. Eden took appeals from all fines and 
at last began to weary President Robert C. 
Hoy of the Barbers’ Union. He had also 
grown excessively tired himself. It was 
agreed to stay further raids on the shop 
until an appeal could be heard to test the 
law's constitutionality. 

Mr. Eden has been sure from the outset 
the law would be declared invalid.

This portion of New Jersey is with the 
exception of Atlantic City and Cape May 
made up of small hamlets and isolated 
homesteads in the midst of the pine and 
cedar barrens. For miles there is not a 
break in the timber, save where a farmer has 
cleared away enough to build his house and 
plant his crops. So the flames, once started, 
gained tremendous headway. 

The fires were started on Saturday by a 
careless hackman. He lita cigar while pass- 
ing Mathis swamp, near Port Republic, 
and tossed the match into a patch of brush- 
wood. In five minutes the swamp was 
ablaze and $5,000 damage. was done. Then 
the fire made its way through a huge stretch 
of timber, twenty square miles in area, in 
the triangle formed by roads.connecting 
Port Republic, Oceanville, and Pomona, 
starting afresh in a dozen places before it 
was put out in one. There was no water 
and the men fought the flames with shovels 
and clubs. 

Thrilling stories of escapes through the 
flame and smoke were told today. William 
Westcott, Stanley Johnson, and J. R. Hock- 
ney were out wheeling near Poért Republic 
when a sudden turn in the road disclosed a 
barrier of flames. In a moment the road- 
way was ablaze on both sides and the cyclists 
pedaled furiously into the smoke and flames. 
They reached Oceanville alive but badly 
scorched and exhausted. Another party, led 
by John Fenner, had an even worse expe- 
rience. Hemmed in by flames on every side, 
it was a ride for life. The fire leaped across 
the road and the heat exploded their pneu- 
matic tires. Five wheels broke down in this 
way and the owners had to run for it. 

At Oceanville, where owners had to fight 
single-handed, farmhouse after farmhouse 
was laid in ruins. 

Homeless families soon began to come in. 
Those whose homes had escaped gave them 
shelter and food. Blackened faces and 
hands, clothing torn and spark-burned, told 
the story. It is feared many lives have been 
lost in the more remote districts. 

The dense woods between Egg Harbor 
City and Elmwood are now ablaze and thou- 
sands of acres of valuable timber are already 
laid waste. 

At Pleasantville twenty houses are re- 
ported burned. People in isolated localities 
have moved their household effects into the 
middle of the roads and have herded their 
live stock ready to be driven away at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 

In Atlantic County tonight the flames are 
raging with unabated fury, and there are 
fears for Cape May County.

But the last year shows substantial results 
and progress. A civil service law, believed

The long 
pending dispute with the Illinois Central 
raliroad company over the Lake-Front has 
been finally. settled, and in a form whica 
promises to give to this city at an early day 
“an attractive park fear the heart of its busi-

Provision has been made for the removal 
of many miles of railways from the surface 
of the stfeets, and the raflway companies 
are manifesting a growing disposition to co- 
Operate with the city in future elevation 
work. These are some of the events of the 
last year to which we may look back with 
satisfaction, both as citizens and as public 
officials.

Revenues Insufficient to Meet the Ilu- 
creased Needs.

Sums Appropriated Inadequate. 


It is sometimes said that the City of Chi- 
cago has a sufficient income to meet all 
necessary expenditures if economy is prac- 
ticed. The statement is not true. Your 
honorable body reduced the estimates of the 
departments for 1895 over 52.000, 000 and ap- 
propriated manifestly inadequate sums for 
absolutely necessary expenses. For ex- 
ample, the sum of $505,000 was appropriated 
for gas, oil, and electric lighting, when it 
was apparent that the actual cost of such 
lighting would amount to more than §$1)00,- 
6000. If we had limited the street lighting 
according to the appropriation our citizens 
would have been for months past absolutely 
without light. The small appropriation was 
made because of the belief that the gas com- 
panies could be put off and made to accept 
judgments in lieu of cash.

Although on Jan. 1 last judgments against 
the city to the amount of $601,666.26 were 
unprovided for, there was appropriated only 
$200,000 towards their payment. During 
1805 additional judgments have been 
rendered against the city, amounting to 
more than $600,000, making a total of $1,155, - 
922 now unprovided for. These additional 


judgments were entered mainly by confes-. 


sion of the city and were nearly all due to the 
fact that the appropriation was insufficient 
for actual expenses, the contracts for which 
were entered into previous to the passage 
of the regular appropriation bill. This small 
appropriation was compulsory, and due to 
a lack of means to provide for the necessary 
expenses of the city, consequently the cor- 

ration was obliged to confess judgment in

The following letter addressed to the 
Mayor explains this street intersection ac- 
count more fully: ; 

„Chicago, Dec. 28, 1895.—Dear Sir: I take 
pleasure in replying to your inquiry con- 
cerning the liability of the city for taxes for 
street intersections. 

“This liability is made up of special taxes 
levied against the city for paving and im- 
proving intersections of streets. Forexample: 
The County Court, in confirming assessments 
for the paving of streets, has adjudged the 
paving of street intersections to be in the 
nature of a public benefit, and the taxes for 
their improvement are, therefore, levied 
against the City of Chicago and not against 
the individua] property-owners of the street. 
It was presumed by the court that the Com- 
mon Council would provide for the payment 
of these taxes by appropriation from the 
general taxes levied against the citizens for 
corporate purposes, thereby making the gen- 
eral public pay for the improvements known 
as public benefits. For some time the 
Council did make such appropriations and 
the city paid into the special assessment 
fund the taxes levied. Against it for the im- 
provement of street intersections. For 
some years past, however, the Council has 
failed, owing to limitation of taxes and lack 
of income, to appropriate moneys for the 
special taxes levied against the city, and, as 
a result, such taxes (as reported by the Spe- 
cial Assessment Bureau) have accumulated 
to the extent of $1,000,000, 

„All rebates have been based, by the 
Special Assessment Office, on the collection 
of these taxes from the city, and, of course, 
in the absence of such collection the prop- 
erty-owner must go without the rebate to 
which he is clearly entitled. In assessments 
in which no rebate is due the contractor is 
forced to suffer. For instance: A contract 
is let for $10,000 to pave a certain street: the 
citizens owning adjoining property are taxed 
$0,000 and the city is taxed $1,000 for the 
intersections. The contractor receives the 
$2,000 paid in by the property-owners, but 
he must wait for the balance of his money 
unless the city pays the amount levied for 
the intersections. The money due the con- 
tractor is simply a portion of the $1,000,000 
which the city owes for special taxes. 
Clearly, then, these taxes are liabilities of 
the city which should be met, for, unless 
they are paid, the citizen must go without 


the rebate, to which he is justly entitled. 


and, in many cases, the contractor must go 
without pay for work honestly performed. 
It is true that a large portion of our tax- 
payers are unaware of the fact that rebates 
are due them, but I do not think this gives 
the city the right to withhold their money 


and evade its liabilities.

SAFEGUARDS TO PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Results of Improved Methods Em- 


ployed During the Year. 

I am very much gratified, and I think the 
public is at least satisfied, with the result 
of the experiment of placing the Health 
Department under the charge of a business- 
man as Commissioner of Health. It was 
an “experiment” only so far as this city 
is concerned. The model health department 
of this country, if not in the world—that of 
New York City—has for many years had a 
non-professional business-man at its head, 
and it has been under such charge that it 
has made its most marked improvement. 

It is not too much to say that, for the 
period covered by this radical change in our 
own Health Department, the improvement 
has been quite as marked as it was in New 
York. There is a higher degree of efficiency 
in every branch of the health service and a 
more systematic organization and location of 
responsibility resulting from the separa- 
tion of the practical business details of ad- 
ministration, discipline, expenditure, and ac- 
countability from the professional and ex- 
ecutive functions. 

The effect of this is seen in the great prac- 
tical developmient of the Municipal Labora- 
tory in safeguarding the food supplies of the 
people, including milk, jce, water, etc.; in 
the broader scope and more scientific char- 
acter of the work done by the medical'staff, 
as in vaccination, anti-toxin treatment of 
diphtheria, the prevention and suppression 
of contagious diseases, etc.; and in the 
greater efficiency of the Bureaus of Sanitary, 
Smoke, Tenement, and Factory Inspection. 


Improved Milk Supply. 


Some of these improvements and reforms 
are worth more space than can be given 
them in this connection. But the great 
work done in improving the quality of our 
milk supply must be noted. This was one 
of the matters to which the Commissioner 
first directed his attention, and when a vig- 
orous and systematic inspection of milk and 
cream offered for sale was begun under his 
instructions in the early summer of 1895 
it was found that out of every 100 samples 
collected and examined in the city labora- 
tory from.00 to 65 were adulterated, watered, 
colored, or otherwise unfit for food—espe- 
cially unfit for the food of infants and 
young children. 

Prosecution was begun in every instance 
where the analysis showed adulteration— 
against high and low alike. without favor 
or exception—and fines of from $25 to $100 
were secured. In three weeks the propor- 
tion of impure milk and cream fell from 60 
to 6 samples in the hundred to from 8 to 
10. During September 2,211 samples were 
collected and examined and only 185 were 
found below grade, or about one-twelfth of 


the total number, and during the last month 


the proportion has varied between 1 and 5 
of below grade samples in the 100 collected.

This resulted in 
a large reduction in crime, which was 
noticed and commented on favorably by the 
press. 
Abolitiaqn of Public Gambling. 

“TI next addressed myself to the abolition 
of public gambling, which was running wide 
open in all parts of the city. Complying with 
your orders I instigated a crusade against 
thém, which resulted in closing every public 
gambling house in Chicago. ' 

We next addressed ourselves to the mas- 


‘sage parlors, a large majority of which have 


been driven out of the business. 

“The department then addressed itself 
to the question of exterminating the opium 
joints, and I am pleased to report in this 
connection thirty-one of the so-ealled public 
hop joints, where. opium was formerly 
smoked, have been permanently closed in 
the South Division. Similar places are now 
being raided daily in the West Division 
with similar results. 

Chinese gambling has also been virtually 
wiped out. 

During the past year the department 
has rendered effective service in preventing 
disorder instant to the numerous strikes, 
lockouts, etc., and I am pleased to report 
that, with but few exceptions, the policy of 
the department in treating organized labor 
and capital with equal consideration, accord- 
ing to each the fullest protection in their 
rights, has been the means of avoiding a 

reat deal of trouble that would otherwise 

ave existed. The fact that we have been 
able to satisfy employers and employés 
alike is the best evidence that the department 
has directed its efforts in this direction 
strictly within the law. 


Entirely Out of Politics. 


Complying with your direction the de- 
partment has been taken entirely out of pol- 
itics. The conduct of the department at the 
recent election in this respect was such 
as to challenge the commendation even of 
the opposing political parties; absolute or- 
der prevailed throughout the day and com- 
plete protection was afforded to every citi- 
zen at the polls. 

Since the inauguration of civil service 
this department has drawn upon the Civil 
Service Commission for about 120 men. 

The discipline and esprit de corps of the 
department during the last year has been 
constantly improving, and the men, from 
what I am able to learn, are much pleased 
with the new order of things, for while the 
discipline of offenders has been severe, the

Wo Basis for Serious Complaint. 
I cannot find that there is basis for serious 


complaint respecting the manner in which 
the special assessment system is adminis- 


tered after an improvement has been once 
proper ordinance, but there is 
undoubtedly much basis for complaint in 
the hasty ordering of improvements without 
substantial demand therefor.

city treasury, because in the long run I be- 
lieve that course will be for the benefit of 


the publie and of the property-owners gen- 
erally. Probably some effort. will be made

PROPER LIGHTING OF THE STREETS, 


Appropriation for the Current Year Is 
Wholly Inadequate. 

The work of the other departments during 
the last year has been satisfactory, and in 
general is well understood. There have been 
no occurrences in connection with any of 
them calling for special notice here. 

The proper lighting of our streets and 
other public places has been a subject of 
much perplexity. About two-thirds of the 


ciple that the streets belong to the public, 
and.must be used for the public benefit.

Conditions are changing all 
the time, bringing new demands, which 
must be met. 

A license to a street railway company to

The disease became epidemic in many parts 
of the city in the early fall, the daily number 
of deaths in October being higher than for 
many years previous, and it seemed probable 
that many of the public and parochial 


and the companies agreed to furnish gas at 
those prices as long as the city should re- 
quire it, also to pay 3% percent of their gross 
receipts into the City Treasury as long as 
any one of them should so furnish gas to the 
city, and to reduce their price of gas to 
private consumers five cents per thousand 
feet each year until the price should be $1 
per thousand feet. 

Street lamps consume the bulk of the gas 
supplied by these companies, and the price 
fixed by the contract in respect to street 
lighting, including ordinary maintenance 
and care of the lamps, was 322 for 
each lamp per year, bills to be 
rendered quarterly and payments to 
be made within thirty days after the bills 
were rendered, with a rebate of 52 per lamp 
upon payments made within thirty days. 
At the beginning of my administration it 
was apparent that the city appropriation 
made would not enable the city to pay in cash 
throughout the fiscal year for the gas to be 
supplied, and some further arrangement had 
to be made with these companies. 

After some negotiations it was agreed that 
the companies should be paid as far as 
practicable from the appropriations and 
should take judgments for the balance 
which might become due them; that except 
to street lighting, the prices should be the 
same as fixed by the contract of 1891, and 
that the price of gas for each street lamp 
per year should be §20 net, a reduction of $2, 
in respect to the considerable portion of the 
total gas to be furnished for which the city 
could not make cash payment. 

This year the lighting appropriation is 
again inadequate. The principal gas com- 
panies have agreed to furnish gas at the 
same prices as last year up to the limits of 
the available appropriation, but they have 
declined to accept judgments for any 3 
tion of the gas to be supplied by them. Pro- 
vision has therefore been made for public 
lighting as far as the appropriation will go, 
but this will cover only a little more than 
half of the year, with rigid economx and in- 
adequate lighting, and some further pro- 
vision will have to be made upon the subject 
later.

WITNESSES IDENTIFY HIM AS ONE OF

coherency — Corroborative Dates 
Contradict Each Other—Carpenter, 
Gurney, and Long Under Strong 
Suspicion—Peterson’s Statement. 


Developments yesterday in the Marshall 
murder case bring the hangman's noose un- 
comfortably near the neck of Clarence 
White.

Three women and two men, witnesses of 
the murder, positively identified White 
yesterday, and the alibi he constructed one 
hour after the murder was torn to pieces 
by police investigation and by the failure of 
White and his witnesses to agree on the 
time at which he declared he was in another 
part of the city. 

F. W. Parks and William Peterson, clerks 
in the Golden Rule store, who, owing to the 
fact they have been looking after the funeral

The women, with one accord, say he came 
there at 8 o'clock and fix the time positively 
by the fact that the musical director of the 
place does not commence his labors until 
that. hour, and, according to their state- 
ments, he and White practically appeared 
at the same moment. 


Sure of Carpenter and Gurney. 


Frank Carpenter and Gurney are also 
positively identified by Mrs. Dodd. Sheisa 
Scotchwoman and the best kind of a wit- 
ness. Miss Garrettson, the cashier, and the 
other women clerks until yesterday seemed 
to be still laboring under the excitement of 
that fatal night, but they now appear to 
have recovered their self-possession, and in 
place of halting and indecisive statements 
are positive in their utterances. 

Carpenter, Gurney, and Lang rely on an

It was ascertained 
White had gone to the home of Gurney and 
Carpenter, No. 207 West Van Buren street, 
on' Thursday afternoon, but did not find the 
men at home. It is believed he met them 
later in the day, and the police say they 
can prove the men were together. 


DECLARES WAR ON THE CRIMINALS. 


Mayor Swift Takes Steps to Clean Out 
the City. 

Members of the Police Department who 
make the arrests and the police magis- 
trates who pass the sentences have come to 
an understanding, and it is the intention of 
the two parties to wage war against crooks. 
This arrangement is the result of a confer- 
ence held in Mayor Swift’s office yesterday 
afternoon. 

For some time Mayor Swift has felt the 
police officers and the magistrates were not 
working in harmony. The immediate cause 
of the call for the meeting yesterday was 
the fact that since the murder of Marshall 
last week the police have arrested more than 
200 men whom they say they can easily con- 
vict of being habitual criminals. 

Mayor Swift called Chief Badenoch in to 
see him yesterday morning and told him to 
bring to him the other important adjuncts of 
the department. The Mayor, Chief Bade- 
noch, the four Inspectors of the Police De- 
partment, and the sixteen police magis- 
trates were present. The Mayor called cn 
all to express themselves on the best way 
to get at the habitual criminals and to clear 
out the city. 

The police complained they were not prop- 
erly helped in their work by the Justices. 
They said the Justices were too hasty in 
picking technical flaws in the cases brought 
to them. The Justices, on the other hand, 
held that the police have not been careful 
in their presentation of charges against 
prisoners. 

After hearing both sides of the question 
amicably discussed by the police and the 
Justices, Mayor Swift told them he wanted 
the city cleared out of all the criminal ele- 
ment which it will be possible to eradicate. 
He said he would not argue as to how thisis 
to be done, but simply wishes the police of- 
ficials and the police magistrates to work in 
harmony and to drive the toughs out of the 
city. 


THINK DEAD HORSES A NUISANCE, 


City Health Officers Seek to Abolish 
Farmer Gorstenett’s Industry. 

City Health officers have begun proceed- 
ings against Farmer Henry Gorstenett, who 
owns an open-air graveyard for horses half 
a mile beyond the city limits in Niles Center.

WHEAT PROSPECTS MUCH IM PROVED, 


Returns Show General Condition 

Flourishing at Home and Abroad. 

Washington, D. C., May 11.—The May re- 
turns of the statistical division of the De- 
partment of Agriculture on the condition of 
winter wheat show an increase of 5.6 points 
above the April average, being 82.7, against 
77.1 last month and 82.9 in May, 1895. The 
averages in nine principal winter wheat 
States are: 

Pennsylvania, 64; Ohio, 55; Michigan, 90: 
Indiana, 85; Kentucky, 77; Illinois, 90; Mis- 
souri, 81; Kansas, 96; California, 100. 

The returns of the correspondents of the 
division of statistics show that, excepting 
a few States, there has been general im- 
provement. . 

Special reports to the department show 
crop prospects excellent in Great Britain 
and France, good in Russia and Austria- 
Hungary, fair in Germany, Italy, and Rou- 
mania, and unfavorable in Spain only. 

The condition of winter rye on May 1 was 
87.7 per cent, of barley. 89.2, spring pasture 
03.2, meadows 91.8. 

The proportion of spring plowing accom- 
plished by May 1 this season was rather 
above the average, being 79.6 per cent, or 
1.9 points above that of an average year.

PUCK’S EDITOR IS 


DEAD. 


HENRY CUYLER BUNNER SUCCUMBS 
AT HIS HOME IN NUTLEY, N. J. 


Since His Connection with the Humor- 
ous Publication He ‘Had Distin- 
guished Himself as a Hard-Work- 
ing, Faithful Occupant of the Ed- 


itorial Tripod and as an Author of 


Several Works in Prose and Poetry 
—Contributed to Magazines. 

New York, May 11.—[{Special. Henry 
Cuyler Bunner, editor of Puck, died today 
at his home in Nutley, N. J. Fora year he 
had been suffering with tubercular con- 


‘ sumption. 


Last December he went to California in 
hopes that the climate would prove benefi- 
cial, but became ill in a San Francisco ho- 
tel. A month ago he was brought back 
home to die. 

Like most of the modern writers of charm- 
ing light verse and prose Bunner owed much 
to his daily newspaper training. He was 
born in Oswego, N. Y., on Aug. 3, 1855, and 
educated in a French school in this city. 
He began with a Portuguese business firm, 


but one day he said good-by to the old com-

mercial warehouse and started life over 
again in 1876 as a reporter on the New York 
World. William Henry Hurlbert was at 
that time editor of the paper, and the style 
of the new reporter attracted his attention. 
Even while laboring long hours in mercan- 
tile houses Bunner found time to shape the 
charming diction which has since delighted 
so many readers. Byt poor eyesight turned 
him to special writing. 


Well Remembered Works, 

When the English edition of Puck was 
launched Bunner became assfstant. editor. 
In a short time he was placed in editorial 
charge. His pen filled the pages not only 
with forceful political editorials, but with 
many short stories which are models of 
humor and delicacy. ‘‘ Love in Old Clothes 
and Zadoc Pine,” for instance, are well 
remembered after many years. More re- 
cently “ Short Sixes and The Runaway 
Browns have delighted thousands of read- 
ers. 

Poems and stories by him frequently ap- 
peared in the leading magazines. Bunner’s 
amazing facility in poetical expression was 
shown in the extraordinary variety of fils 
verse work more than in its volure. He 
wrote the grave and gay with equal ease 
and always with polish, a fine, true touch, 
and complete mastery of the poet’s means 
of effect. One of his humorous poems was 
a chant-royal, the most difficult of all the 
fixed forms of verse, the making of which 
is so hard a task that when Bunner’s “ Be-~ 
hold the Deeds appeared it was the first 
chant-royal that had ever been written in 
this country and there were only two others 
extant in the language. 


Difficult Beyond Measure. 


The tremendous nature of a chant-royal 
may be gathered from the fact that it con- 
sists of five stanzas of eleven lines each, all 
the stanzas having exactly the same rhymes , 
in the same order and ending with the same 
refrain, and a four-line envoy, itself of no 
easy construction. 

In daily life Bunner’s personality was as 
charming as his stories and verse. Several 
years ago he made his home in Nutley and 
became the most prominent citizen of the 


town. Many of the characters in his more 


recent stories have prototypes in the com- 
muters whom he met on suburban trains. 
The amateur circus in Nutley, originated by 
Bunner two years ago, attracted much at- 
tention. 

Bunner leaves a wife and three children, 
The oldest is 9 years old and the youngest 
an infant. 


Samuel S. Parker. 
‘Samuel S. Parker, who died at the resi- 
dence of his daughter, Mrs. E. P. Titcomb, 
No. 4128 Ellis avenue, on Saturday night, 
was an early resident of Illinois. He came 
West in 1840, and lived at Quincy, Rockford, 


] Chemung, Harvard, and Chicago. He was 


best known in the early days as the proprie- 
tor of the Chemung Hotel. The construc- 
tion of railroads killed the town and forced 
him out of business. His father commanded 
the Federal forces at Lockett’s Harbor dur- 
ing the war with England, and his grand- 
father served as a Captain in the Revolution- 
ary war. He left two children, Mrs. Tit- 
comb and L. E. Parker. The funeral will 
be held this afternoon at 2 o’clock.

consider them as prisoners of war. 

The Congressmen Who. have visited. the

Editors Turn Pessimista, 


The evening papers continue to discuss the 
situation in an increasingly pessimistic vein. 

The Imparcial publishes another vigorous 
article, saying: 

No treaty protects the American claim 
that Americans should be better. treated 
than the Spaniards in our territory. If we 
yield once, more unjust claims will follow. 
Patience, which pain has constantly 
showed, hag served only to excite the appe- 
tite of the United States. 

“The Yankees are laughing at us as they 
did when Sherman, Morgan & Co. insulted 
Spain in language which showed cowardice 
and imbectity. 

No one has any doubt about the bad 
faith and perfidy of the United Stafes. The 
time has come to draw a line and end our 
patience. If war results we sHall not pre- 
vent it. The sooner the better, if it must 
come, as while time passes the Americans 
can make more preparations. If we con- 
tinue to abdicate our rights we shall not 
lose Cuba only, but endanger our other ter- 
ritories, since nations, seeing that the task 
is easy, will set to work to despoil Spain.” 


Egging On to War. 


The military paper Ejercito-Espanol, the 
organ of Marshal Lopez Dominguez, says: 

With what right can people who help 
criminals and are accomplices in crime pre- 
tend to be defenders or mediators? We can- 
not understood the vacillations of our gov- 
ernment if it submits to such indignity for 
fear of losing Cuba. Does it not see that we 
lose Cuba all the more surely by that policy? 
It is better to face a conflict at once, saving 
at least the honor of the country. The pres- 
ent protest is most serious, because it en- 
courages the insurgents, showing them that 
they can rely on the barefaced protection of 
the Government. at Washington.“ 

In conclusion the article advises com- 
manders of warships to take the law into 
their own hands before diplomatic protests 
can be made. 2 

This hot-headed, absurd advice, as a mat- 
ter of fact, is not likely to be followed by a

Refers to Cuba and the Enormous Bud- 

get for the New Navy. 
- Madrid, May 11.—At the ‘opening of the 
Cliambers | today the Queen Regent, the 
“young King in the uniform of a student of 
the military school, the Infanta Isabella and 
Suite drove to the Cortes in splendid car- 
riages. Troops lined the route for the whole 
of the distance. 

The Queen Regent and the King were seat- 
ed on a thfone surrounded by the Minis- 
ters and were acclaimed by the Deputies 
and Senators. Premier Canovas then hand- 
ed a copy of the speech to the Queen Re- 
gent, who read it to the Assembly. 

The speech says Spain has fulfilled de- 
yond measure the promises she made to 
the Cubans after the first rebellion: 

The Queen Regent referred during thé 
speech to the measure voted by the Cham- 
bers for reforms in Cuba and Puerto Rico. 
Despite these measures, she said, the rebel- 
lion had broken, out in Cuba because the 
rebels desired independence and not local 
autonomy. If the rebellion triumphed Cuba 
would take a step backward in civilization, 
interest, industry, and commerce. Cuba 
could not prosper with independence: 

Spain could not be indifferent, the speech 
continued, to the future of its children who 
were led astray by political ambition, or 
abandon the civilizing mission imposed upon 
it by its history and honor. The Queen 
Regent praised the Cubans who had re- 
mained loyal to Spain, who, she said, would 
Always be prepared to receive repentant in- 
surgents with open arms. Spain had not 
hesitated and would not hesitate at any 
sacrifice to maintain her authority in Cuba. 

The relations’ with foréign powers, the 
speech says, are excellent. 

In the United States, despite the efforts 
of public opinion in the contrary direction, 
the President and his government have not 
separated themselves from the line of con- 
duct and the loyal friendship which have 
existed always between the two countries 
since the creation of the republic. 

— Pope has given renewed sympathy to 

pain. 

The speech praises the conduct of the army 
and navy during the struggle in Cuba. The 
government is actively occupied with an in- 
crease of the defenses for the peninsula and 
for the colonies. The army will soon be 
proyided with new pattern rifles and a com- 
plete artillery equipment, Spain already 
has, increased her navy by twenty-five gun- 
boats and other vessels. An extraordinary 
budget will be presented to provide for the 
acquisition of new ships and for improving 
the arsenals.

DOES NOT INTEREST THE GOVERNOR 


Security of the State Ends His Concern 
in the Ramsay Case. 
Springfield, III., May 11.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Altgeld, when asked for his opinion of the 
effect of the decision in the Ramsay case,

“I have not seen the decision of the court 
and know nothing of it. Consequently I can 
say nothing regarding it. After I had suc- 
ceeded in getting the bondsmen to make 
the State whole, go that not a cent of the 
State’s money was lost, I had no further 
interest in the case.

MAN BLOWN OFF A SIXTY-FOOT TOWER. 


Wind Causes Fatal Accident at Indi- 
anapolis—Storms Help Crops in 
Places, Injure Them in Others. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 11.—[{Special.J-— 
The first real storm this spring came today 
as a great relief to the famishing wheat and 
preparing the soil for corn. The temper- 
ature fell from 89° to 67° in twenty minutes 
shortly after noon. 

A severe wind accompanied the rain, end 
at the Atlas engine works James Nankervis, 
a carpenter, was blown from the top of a 
sixty-foot tower and killed. Three giris 
at Kingan’s packing-house were overcome 
by the oppressivé heat before the storm, 
and two remained unconscious for sevepal 
hours.

Vincennes, Ind., May 11.—[Special.}—The 
pretty new Methodist church which was 
just reaching completion at Oaktown, this 
county, was struck by lightning in the storm 
this morning. The cupola was demolished. 
Two finishing carpenters were knocked 
from a scaffold and severely stunned, but 
neither was killed. 

Cairo, III., May 11.—[Special.]—A violent 
rain-storm accompanied by high wind and 
hail prevailed for two hours this afternoon, 
and nearly ruined the elaborate decorations 
in the G. A. R., but as it is now clear again 
they will be restored tomorrow. 

Shelbyville, III., May 11.—{Special.]—A 
hail-storm did great damage in this section 
this afternoon. Wheat, oats, and rye are 
badly injured, and fruit almost ruined. A 
good rain followed which was badly needed. 

Omaha, Neb., May 11.—A terrible storm 
swept over Eastern Nebraska tonight doing 
great damage in rural districts. In Omaha 
many small buildings were damaged, and 
torrents of water fell. In some sections it 
assumed the proportions of a cyclone.

Property-Owners in Calumet Avenue 
Take Steps to Protect Themselves 
from Encroachments of the Evil. 


Property-owners in Calumet avenue have 
organized a protective and improvement as- 
sociation for the purpose of prohibiting 
saloons in the district south of Twenty-sixth 
street and for increasing realty values by 
launching schemes for a number of improve- 
ments. 

The new organization got squarely on its 
feet last night at its second regular meet- 
ing, held at the residence of T. D. Randall, 
No. 2624 Calumet avenue. Owners and agents 
for 2,500 feet of property, between Twenty- 
sixth and Twenty-ninth streets, attended. 
Several committees made reports of work 
outlined a week ago. 

The fight against saloons promises to be 
interesting. A petition signed by every res- 
ident and owner along the avenue for three 
blocks was filed with Controller Wetherell 
last week to prevent a saloon license being 
issued for the corner of Twenty-ninth street. 

The organization proposes to begin a cru- 
sade to prevent saloons in the entire district 
between Twenty-sixth and Thirty-ninth 
streets, and from Lake avenue to State 
street, except in Cottage Grove and Lake 
avenues, and Thirty-first and Thirty-ninth 
streets.

PROBLEM CONFRONTING THE CITY. 
Revenue System Adequate to Needs of 
the City Demanded. 

The great problem always confronting the 
municipal government is the financial one. 
A revenue system probably working fairly 
well in the smaller communities of this State 
is utterly inadequate and impracticable for 
the requirements of this great and growing 
city. Every Mayor for years has called at- 
tention to the difficulties presented and 
every Mayor must continue to do so until 
some radical improvement is made. 

The township system of assessing and col- 
lecting the public revenue is not suitable 
for this county. No assessor can possibly 
make a just assessment under the conditions 
now existing. There must at all times be 
due regard for economy in administration, 
but no reasonable economy can possibly 
bring the necessary and desirable expenses 
of this city within its present limited in- 
come. Some matters have to be neglected 
or insufficiently provided for. Neglect is 
often expensive in the end, if not disastrous, 
An epidemic of smailpox might at any time 
follow an inadequate.supply of funds for the 
Health Departments Parsimony and cheap- 
ness in government are undesirable. The 
people of this city must come to a fuller 
realization of the truth that if they wish 
their public affairs properly ordered and ad- 
ministered they must do thelr part. They 
must help the public servants and they can 
then rightfully hold them to a stricter ac- 
countability. The apathy of the average 
citizen regarding local public matters is 
sometimes startling. So long as his own 
affairs are progressing well and his interests 
are not directly injured he is content to feel 
that in some way public affairs will be at- 


tended to. Sooner or later this condition of 


things must end. 


Proper legislation must be had, changes 


in the constitution, if necessary, must be 
made, and our people must take an active 
interest and participation in the work and 
the expense of giving to this city a system of 
revenue and of government and of public 
works worthy of its size and importance.

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“TDEAS” WHICH ARE TOO VAGUE. 

Congressman Reeves of this State gave 
one of the Washington correspondents last 
week what he calls “my ideas on the 
money question.” Those ideas are as fol- 
lows: 

Silver should be made real money, and not a 
mere token, as at present. This can be accom- 
plished only through the medium of the Republican 
party’s onward and upward progress, with a view 
to inducing the nations of the world to take the 
same stand in regard to silver. Lam not in favor 
ot a 16 to 1 ora 82 to 1 ratio, but it is my judgment 
that within ten years we shall see silver declared 
a money just the same as gold is now. Illinois ts 
impregnated with this sentiment, and while our 
people do not propose to be led astray by any silver 
| heresy, yet they belleve we ought to have more 
money and not be limited to a single gold standard. 


It would be easier to understand the 
Congressman’s ideas if he had defined 
“real money.” If he is of the opinion that 
the gold coins of the United States are the 
only “real money” this country hits he 
ought to explain wherein our gold-sus- 
tained silver dollars differ from those coins 
in doing business. They have the same 
debt-paying power and the same purchasing 
power. They can be used to pay an in- 
debtedness of thousands or millions to the 
government or any sum to private individ- 
uals, provided the latter have not stipulated 
in their contracts that they shall be paid in 
gold. Then they cannot be paid in silver, 
but if a debt is made specifically payable in 
the latter metal it cannot be paid in gold. 

The legal tender silver dollar of this coun- 
try is not token money,” for that kind of 
money contains less silver and is legal tender 
but for a few dollars. Its proper name is 
subsidiary silver. Our token money is 
made of nickel and copper. 

What is it the Republican party must qo, 
in its “onward and upward progress,” to 
make silver “real money? How would 
the Congressman draft a bill to “ real- 
moneyize”’ silver if called on to do so? Is 
silver “real money” in China, Japan, 
India, Mexico, and South America? The 
people of those countries think it is. But 
if it is real money there it must be doubly 
real money in this country, for it does here 
| twice the monetary work per dollar it does 
in them. The half-billion of silver money 
in this country does as much work as a bill- 
ion of silver money in Asia. Is not thata 
pretty satisfactory state of affairs when 

the working power of 371% grains of silver 
is doubled? 

If Congressman ‘Reeves can get the na- 
tions of the earth to take the same view in 
regard to silver that he does he will have 
accomplished a great work, for it is seldom 
that any man revolutionizes the financial 
views of the world. But he will make 
more rapid progress if he states what he 
wants done to silver to make it “real 
money,” and if he wants some ratio adopted 
other than 16 to 1, say 31 to 1, for instance. 

He says also that Illinoisans believe we 
ought to have more money. Does he mean 
that the quantity of money in the country 
is too small? If se, he is mistaken. There 
is at this moment over 1,700 millions of 
money, all of it worth 100 cents on the dollar 
to the people who own it, and there is more 
than is needed in business apparently, for 
much of it cannot find employment on sat- 
isfactory terms. If any Illinoisan wants 
more money than he has he can borrow all 
he wants on offering good collaterals; or if 
he has anything to sell which anybody wants 
he can get money. If there were ten times 
as much in the country as now nobody who 
had no collaterals to offer or property to 
sell could get any of it. Whoever has the 
goods can buy all the money he wants. 

So how would Mr. Reeves’ constituents 
be benefited by more money” unless a 
fatherly government made each of thema 
gift of a lot of dollars? But it could do 
that only by taxing the masses for the in- 
dividuals who were to be presented with 
those taxes after they were obtained from 
the people. The government has no money 
or income of its own except what it extorts 
by taxation. 4 

And finally, what does Mr. Reeves mean 
by “not being limited to a single gold 
standard”? How many stapdards does he 
want? Two, three, or four? Silver, nickel, 
and copper standards as well as a gold one? 
Does he think the quantity of “ real money 
in a country increases with an increase 
zin the number of standards? If. 80, 
how does he reason it out? A double 
‘standard with free coinage-of both has 
never worked. Would a triple one be 
likely to do 80? The cheaper money 
standard always drives out of circulation 
== 2 the better money that is, the more va lua ble

SPAIN HEEDS THE PROTEST. 

The vigorous protest sent to Madrid and 
Havana by Secretary Olney against the 
immediate execution of Americans who 
were on board the unfortunate vessel Com- 
petitor has had the effect to calla halt upon 
Spain. Had no attention been paid to this 
protest war with Spain would have been 
inevitable. Now the fate of the prisoners 
waits upon the slow processes of diplomacy. 
It is stated upon good authority that in re- 
ply to the protest the Spanish Government 
will postpone the execution of the death 
sentences upon the American citizens until 
the contention of the United States respect- 
ing the application to their cases of the 
treaty of 1795 and the protocol of 1877 can 
be presented and considered. 

It is contended that the men were tried 
by secret court-martial, and hence the pro- 
visions of the treaty and protocol were vio- 
lated. The protocol provides that Amer- 
ican prisoners shall have an open trial; that 
copies of the charges against them shall be 
furnished; that they shall have counsel and 
witnesses, and shall be supplied with the 
evidence and names of witnesses sum- 
moned by the prosecution. In a word, they 
are entitled to the protection of an open, 
public trial. Many points remain to be de- 
termined before the United States will con- 
sent to the imposition of the death sentence 
upon the young journalist Melton. It must 
be shown whether the Competitor was 
captured upon the high seas or within the 
three-mile limit. If she were captured upon 
the high seas then Spain has violated treaty 
agreements, If she were captured within 
the limit then the protocol of 1877 has been 
violated in the manner of trial. It must be 
shown further that Melton was captured 
with arms in his hands, that he was con- 
spiring against the Spanish Government 
and was actively aiding the insurgents, and 
that this journalist on his way to Cuba to 
write letters under an engagement with a 
Florida newspaper was a pirate and fili- 
buster, operating against Spain. 

It is settled, however, that there will be 
a postponement of the executions, and this 
has saved Spain from the immediate dan- 
ger of war. The exchange of diplomatic 
correspondence will occupy many weeks, 
and this country will patiently wait the 
issue. In the meantime all Americans will 
rejoice at least now Spain has found she 
cannot kill Americans without protest and 
at her own pleasure, and that at last the 
lethargic administration has been forced to 
take cognizance of affairs in Cuba by indig- 
nant popular sentiment. Perhaps it will 
keep awake long enough to recognize the 
belligerent rights of the insurgents. 


M’CONNELL’S DECEPTIVE LETTER. 

Judge Payne, honest money Democrat, 
asks ex-Judge McConnell, rotten money 
ditto, “ what the 16 to 1 men really mean.“ 
The latter replies that he thinks the de- 
mand for the remonetization of silver — 
by which he means the free coinage of that 
metal—has been, unfortunately, in the 
minds of many Democrats, regarded as 
inseparably connected with the subordinate 
proposition that the fatio of silver to gold 
should be placed at 16 to 1.“ 

Then he goes on to make the remarkable 
statement that he knows no Democrats 
“who are not willing to submit the matter 
of ratio to the deliberate consideration and 
action of a Congress elected on the issue of 
the remonetization —the free coinage—“ of 
silver, as against the single standard of 
gold.“ He says that personally he thinks 
the ratio of 16 to 1 (50 cents of silver to 100 
cents of gold to the dollar) should be adopt- 
ed! but he will take any ratio a free coin- 
age Congress will give him. Then why does 
he not advocate putting a dollar's worth of 
silver in a silyer dollar and make the ratio 
31 to 17 

It is not true that the demand of Altgeld, 
Bland, Boies, Vest, Buck Hinrichsen, Voor- 
hees, and the free silverites generally 
for the ratio of 16 to 1 is a “ subordinate 
proposition.” It is their major proposition 
and everlasting assertion that the commer- 
cial ratio between silver and gold was 
changed from 16 to 1 to 81 to 1 by “the 
crime of 1873” continued through the last 
twenty-three years. Hence they insist on 
free coinage at 16 to 1 and no other ratio. 

If, as is alleged by Coin” Harvey, Alt- 
geld, Buck H., and the rest of that crowd 
free coinage by this country at the ratio 
fixed in 1837 would raise the price of silver 
bullion throughout the world to what it was 
in 1873, then it would be a “crime” 
to adopt any other ratio than that of 16 to 
1, regardless of the commercial decline in 
the value of silver bullion all over the world 
by one-half. 

There are but two ratios which can be 
seriously considered in connection with the 
free coinage of silver. Those who believe 
that but for the “crime of 1873” silver 
would be worth now $1.29 per ounce neces- 
sarily must insist on the ratio of 16 to 1. 
Those who believe the fall in the price of 
silver was due to cheaper eost of production 
must insist on putting a dollar’s worth of 
silver in a silver dollar—on the commercial 
ratio. But as that ratio is always fluctuat- 
ing, free coinage on such terms is not prac- 
ticable, but the ratio would have often to be 
changed. 

So Mr. McConnell is not logical or truth- 
ful when he says the ratio is a “ subordinate 
proposition.” It is the “ whole thing” in 
the eyes of the free silverites, and if a free 
coinage Congress were elected it would adopt 
the ratio of 16 to 1 regardless of the com- 
mercial ratio, and would not consider any 
other fora moment. McConnell has camped 
with the free silverites long enougli to know 
that fact. Therefore his reply to Judge 
Payne is not an honest one. It is an at- 
tempt to lure Democrats into the support 
of free coinage and cheap dollars by 
assuring them that the ratio of 16 to 1 is 
not insisted on by anybody in his crowd. 
But in point of fact the success of free 
coinage means at 16 to 1 and nothing else. 


YORKLYN AT LAST. 

“Greater New York” is at last an ac- 
complished fact and Chicago may give up 
the contest for supremacy.

AWAY WITH THE BURGLARS AND THUGS. 
Chicago must be rid of the professional 
thugs and thieves who have enjoyed a 
singular immunity from punishment for 
months. The patience of the public will 
stand no further delay in obtaining this 
necessary insurance of a reasonable amount 
of safety. Mayor Swift declares the fault 
is with the system of dealing with criminals, 
and that he will, if in his power, correct that 
System at once. To that end he held an 
important conference with the various 
officials concerned yesterday, and appears 
to have embarked on the crusade with a 
determination to wipe out the long-standing 
abuses, 

The revelations made at that conference, 
confirming much that has been the subject of 
general public gossip, show how slight is 
the safety accorded citizens now and how 
imperative the necessity of an immediate 
change for the better. The Police Justices 
declare openly that in many cases policemen 
arrest and bring into court innocent people 
and insist on their conviction. They allege 
generally that the police are careless in the 
collection of evidence against prisoners and 
are not prepared to prosecute when they 
bring their charges into court. They can- 
not sentence men merely on the word of the 
policemen, and for this reason many pris- 
oners are allowed to go free. The police 
have another story to tell, but it leads to the 
same result, that prisoners go free. They 


to capture the criminals red-handed, and 
that they are released by the Justices unless 
the evidence is of the most direct and 
specific character. Men who are profes- 
sional criminals, who are known to be a 
menace to the community, are taken into 
custody only to gain their freedom at once 
through the technicality of the Justice’s 
court, The burden and summary of the con- 
tention is that there is a clash between the 
two departments, police and justice, that 
much of the work of the former is undone 
or nullified by the latte¥, and that the crim- 
inal element, which is well aware of this 
condition; has flocked to Chicago in hordes 
to gain the comparative freedom the city 
affords. | 

There have been rumors for some time of 
this hostile feeling between the policemen 
and Justices, and now the facts are corrob- 
orated and made clear for the first time. 
A fault in system will be more dificult to 
correct than a mere personal fault, but now 
that the sore spots are known there must 
be no hesitation in applying a speedy and 
effective remedy. The community must be 
purged of the criminal blight that has 
spread in such menacing proportions. It is 
not a question of expediency in the least, 
but of action, quick and drastic, and the 
Justices and policemen must be made to 
understand that no technical quibbles or 
petty jealousies can stand in the way longer 
of public safety. The innumerable hold-ups 
and robberies, with the tragic West Side 
climax, have opened the eyes of the people 
to an extent that no patchwork of reform 
will satisfy. Mayor Swift has made a be- 
ginning in the right direction, and he is ex- 
pected to carry through the work thorough- 
ly and with expedition. 


AMERICAN CAPITAL IN MEXICO, 

Nothing more is heard at present of the in- 
ternational exposition planned by President 
Diaz to attract foreign capital and indus- 
tries to the City of Mexico, but the enter- 
prising dictator of the chief Central Amer- 
ican republic is none the less bent on at- 
taining his object. The news that heis now 
personally interested in a scheme to build 
a large modern hotel in the city of the Mon- 
tezumas on Chicago plans and with Chi- 
cago capital is a new proof of his oft-assert- 
ed admiration for the methods and institu- 
tions of the United States. 

The continued and consistent friendliness 
of President Diaz for Americans will re- 
main an abiding proof of his broad-minded 
wisdom. It is rather unfortunate—for 
Mexico, at least—that American capitalists 
have thus far seen fit to accept so few of 
the tempting offers placed at their dis- 
posal, 

As long as Diaz lives there is little doubt 
as to the entire safety of investments like 
that of the proposed hotel in the City of 
Mexico. It seems almost incredible that 
this great city has never yet had a single 
modern hotel, or even one built for hotel 
purposes atall. The famous Iturbide is but 
the cast-off palace of the ex-dictator whose 
name it preserves. The Jardin was once a 
convent. These are the only hostelries in 
the City of Mexico that can make any pre- 
tensions to being first-class hotels, and both 
are about as fit for hotel purposes as a car 
barn would be for a club-house, 

With an ever increasing tourist traffic, 
as the American people learn the fascina- 
tion of a dip into the strayge archaic life 
of Mexico, the wonder 7 that this hotel 
enterprise has not been undertaken before. 
A $700,000 structure, with 300 rooms and 
all modern conveniences, run by Americans 
who know their business, should be as 
profitable to the projectors as to the city 
which it will render accessible and habita- 
ble for visitors. 

The arrangement by which President 
Diaz agrees to admit free of duty all ma- 
terials used in this enterprise not only in- 
stances the practical nature of his friendli- 
ness for the sister republic but it also indi- 
cates a profitable field for the reciprocity 
policy toward which the United States is so 
rapidly tending to return. As long as 
Mexico remains on a silver basis it will 
have to continue offering bonuses and sub- 
sidies to attract American capital, but with 
President Diaz more than willing to offer 
these there should be no objection to reap- 
ing the profit so freely tendered.

Then there is the Illinois Central railroad, 
a most mild-mannered, peace-loving rail- 
road, without so much as “ by your leave,” 
abruptly cutting off thirty trains a day from 
Riverdale, a thing that never happened be- 
fore in the memory of the oldest inhabitant. 
And in the same day come the reports that 
Dr. Bulow wants all foreign nations to shut 
out American meats, that forest fires are 
threatening, that rival factions ina Polish 
church at Bay City, Mich., came to blows, 
that C. S. Darrow hurled unexpected shafts 
at the philanthropic reputation of Dr. 
Hirsch, and a host of other acts of bellig- 
erency in walks of life that had known 
naught but peace and good will before the 
arrival of this sinister hot wave. 

This is but the record of one day, and 
those who have not yet suffered from the 
subtle effects of this epidemic must tremble 
for the consequences of continued reckless- 
ness by the Weather Department.

MARKET LIST FOR THE HOUSEWIVES. 


Suggestive Hints for Buyers Among 
the Food Staples and Importations 
of South Water Street Firms. 


Half a cent was knocked off the whole- 
sale price of choice butter yesterday, The 
reason was that trade has languished for a 
few days and it is hoped the reduction-will 
stimulate the demand. The amount of but- 
ter coming in is much larger than it was at 
this time last year. The season for good 
feed in pastures was never so advanced for 
early May. 

Eighteen cents a pound is a fair price to 
pay at the grocery for choice creamery but- 
ter, and 15 or 16 cents for dairy butter. 

Notwithstanding the abnormally low price 
of old potajoes the market declined a cent a 
bushel yesterday, making the wholesale 
price of the best coming in only 15 cents a 
bushel. From that figure the wholesale 
price ranges down as low as 12 and 13 cents a 
bushel for common potatoes. 

The groceryman can sell old potatoes from 
6 to 8 cents a peck, and if his margins are 
close he can make them 5 cents a peck. 

The markets are full of home-grown vege- 
tables. Everything is cheap. Southern 
vegetables are being crowded out by cheap- 
er varieties grown near Chicago. 

Nice, white squash are selling at five cents 
apiece. Tomatoes are scarce again and cost 
50 cents a basket. Turnips are not plentiful. 
They sell at 20 cents a peck. 

New carrots cost from 25 to 35 cents a peck. 
Green peas are abundant, and the quality is 
excellent. Grocers ask 20 cents a peck, or 
three cents a quart.

EVENTS OF A CITY DAY. 


PUZZLING FEATURES IN THE SOUTH 
TOWN BOARD’S MUDDLE. 


Two Battles Over Possession of TWS 


Doge—Elephants in the Street 
Cause Some Excitement—Chief 
Badenoch Receives a Letter Writ- 
ten by Holmes—Unprecedented Hot 
Spell Broken—Five Violators of In- 
ternal Revenue Laws Fined. 

The complications surrounding the South 
Town Board’s financial muddle are fresh 
proof of the truth of the statement made by 
a speaker at the April meeting of the Union 
League club, that the town systems about 
Chicago are relics of the past and are entire- 
ly out of place under the conditions which ob- 
tain at present. 

There are many puzzling things in the sit- 
uation, not the least of which is by what 
authority the South Town Board has gone 
into the business of passing ordinances. The 
etatutes which have any bearing on the sub- 
ject are full of the most intricate compli- 
cations and apparent contradictions. 

The legal phases of the case, however, are 
of far less interest to the taxpayers than the 
possibility of the extra $50,000 tax levy be- 
ing allowed to stand. Whether it will or not 
seems to depend upon the County Board. 
That, at least, is the opinion of many prom- 
inent taxpayers and attorneys. 

The history of the South Town for the last 
two or three years furnishes a striking ex- 
ample of the farcical conditions surrounding 
town government in Chicago. According to 
the statement furnished by South Town 
Clerk Martin in justification of the action of 
the board in passing the §50,000 ordinance, in 
1894, the town — 1 on April 8 authorised 
a tax levy of $100,000 for expenses of running 
the town offices, which was cut $25,000, 
which fact Mr. Martin failed to mention. 


Ne Provision for Expenses. 


In 1895 the town meeting failed to pass 
any order for expenses of town officers and 
again in 1896 the taxpayers met without vot- 
ing any office expenses. 

Messrs. Higinbotham, Keith, and other 
citizens, who were present at the meeting 
last election day, evidently concluded that 
if the town officers had managed to get along 
through 1895’ without any appropriation 
there was reason to believe they could as 
well during 1806. At least the experiment 
seemed worth trying, and when Town Clerk 
Wright introduced a big bill for attorney's 
fees when the meeting was about ready to 
adjourn the taxpayers were not inclined to 
favor the proposition and the matter was 
left unsettled. 

Clerk Martin has now made another state- 
ment purporting to show how the board ex- 
isted. From this it appears that Supervisor 
Liendecker of the 1804 board and County 
Treasurer Kochersperger contributed to- 
gether $71,628, including $13,000 for back 
salaries. The statement shows that ex- 
Supt. Sherlock has bequeathed $7,909 only 
and that unless the $50,000 ordinance is 
adopted the board will have nothing but this 
sum to pay salaries. 

Mr. Martin, however, says not a word of 
the 2 per cent commission which Town Col- 
lector Hogan received, amounting to $60,158. 

According to Martin the expenses of the 
town last year up to Dec. 7, 1505, were $66,- 
505, and it is proposed to run the office this 
year for $8,596 less. 


What Became of Hogan’s Collections? 


But the query arises, what became of the 
$60,158 collected by Hogan and retained by 
him out of the funds turned into the County 
Treasury? Does it mean that from April 
5 to Dec. 7 the town managed to get along at 
the rate of a little over $8,000 a month, 
whereas from Dec. 7 to March 31 it cost over 
$17,000 to run things? Is the $7,000 turned 
over by ex-Supervisor Sherlock all that re- 
mains out of the big lump held out of the 
funds by Collector Hogan under the guise 
of commissions? These and several other in- 
quiries the average taxpayer would like to 
have answered, and the County Board will 
doubtless demand to know before passing the 
“ ordinance of the South Town Board, and 
giving instructions for the County Clerk to 
extend the same on the tax books. 

H. N. Higinbotham says: The reason 
the South Town meeting did not vote an ap- 
propriation for town expenses was that the 
meeting of a year ago had declined to make 
any such appropriation. As the Town Board 
for 1895 did not appear to have had any dif- 
ficulty in conducting its business without 
any appropriation being voted at the begin- 
ning of the vear, the experiment of trying to 
get along another year under similar pro- 
visions seemed to a majority of those present 
to be worth trying.“ 


President Healy’s Opinion. 


President Healy said: ‘‘ We will first of 
all be positively assured by the County At- 
torney as to the rights of the County Board 
in the matter. If he construes the law to 
be that we are justified in ordering the 
County Clerk to extend this levy on his 
books, then we will investigate further the 
needs for such an addition to the 2 per cent 
granted by law for the expenses of town 
offices, and if the board shall be satisfied 
that such a necessity exists, then of course 
the matter will be put through.”’ 

Town Clerk Martin has this to say: It 
is simply a question whether the South 
Town office shall be allowed to continue or 
not. Within ten dayg there will not be a 
cent to pay current expenses unless some 
provision is made by the passage of such a 
measure as this ordinance. It is hardly fair 
to us to recite the fact that the last Town 
Board used up $136,000 in expenses. 
That was their affair, for which we 
are in no measure responsible. The 
fact remains that we have cer- 
tain work to perform without a cent of ap- 
propriation to meet the expense of doing it. 
Until the collector begins to get in money, 
some time late in the fall, we shall have 
not a penny to go on with.“

JAY EATON OF PHILADELPHIA DISs- 
QUALIFIED IN OPENING RACE, 


Referee Gerlach Reverses His Decis- 
ion and Gives Another Trial— 
“Baby” Bliss and Eddie Marcus on 
Hand te Race with a 5-Year-Old 
Competitor—Eaton Takes the Lead 
in the Mile PFofessional—Summary 
of Events. 

Jay Eaton, a small man in a skyblue suit, 
from Philadelphia, won the sympathy of the 
crowd at the opening of the bicycle races at 
Tattersall’s last night and a reversal of his 
decision by Referee Gerlach.

Controller Eckels preceded his arrival in 
Chicago by calling for statements from the 
national banks in the city. The call was not 
expected so soon, as the last call had been 
sent out Feb. 28, and a longer interval usual- 
ly elapses between calls for statements. 
All the national banks have not completed 
their statements to be forwarded to the 
Controller, but those of thirteen out of the 
twenty-five national banks in Chicago 
which are completed make an excellent 
showing as compared with previous state- 
ments.

SUPREME COURT DECIDES AGAINST 
THE TICKET SCALPERS, . 


Appeal Will Not Be Granted and the 
Brokerage Business Is Now at the 
Mercy of the Railways and the 
State’s-Attorneys, Who Can Call 
Upon the Grand Juries to Indict the 
Brokers Whenever They Have Ev- 
idence Sufficient. 

Mount Vernon, III., May 11.—(Special.J—In 
the Supreme Court today in the matter of the 
petition of McKenzie et al. to have expunged 
from the records of the court a judgment 
affirming two judgments in the Jackson 
County Circuit Court, under which George 

k was convicted of violating the law 
in regard to railroad ticket brokerage, an 
opinion was filed refusing the prayer of peti- 

tioners. . 

The petition alleges that the judgment, the 
record of which was sought to be expunged, 
was obtained by collusion and by fraud prac- 
ticed upon the Supreme Court. The court 
deciines to consider the question of fraud, as 
the petitioners are without legal standing in 
court. They represent themselves in their 
petition as members of the American Guar- 
antee and the Chicago Ticket Brokers’ Asso- 
clations, but they do not aver that they or 
tber of them were defendants in the Bur- 
dick cases, nor do they show that any in- 
diotment is pending against them for viola- 
tion of the statute involved in the decision 
made in the Burdick cases, nor do they allege 
to be “ possessed of rights or equities which 
are directly or injuriously affected by the 
judgment in that case.“ Continuing, the 
court says: 

“The contention of petitioners is that be- 
cause they are subjected to criminal prose- 
cutions under the act of April 18, 1895, that 
fact gives them a standing in court to vacate 
and get aside the judgment against Burdick 
and expunge the opinions of this court from 
its record. We do not so understand the 
law. No case has been cited and we know 
of none where a court has vacated a final 
judgment after the expiration of the term 
at which it was rendered and the lapse of 
time allowed for ordering a rehearing 
except at the instance of a party to the rec- 
ord or who was privy to the judgment, or one 
whose property or right or equities were 
directly, necessarily, and injuriously af- 
fected by such judgment and bound nearer 
the stability of judicial proceedings. The 
peace of society and public policy demand 
that no rule should be established which 
would allow mere strangers and volunteers 
to interfere to upset and overturn final judg- 
ments of court with which the parties to the 
record and those in privity with them are 
content. The court concludes: 

“We are satisfied that the petftioners do 
Bot stand upon such ground as gives them 
the right to call upon the crowd to vacate, 
Strike out, and expunge the judgments and 
opinions in the Burdick cases,“ 

he opinion was written by Justice Baker,

senting.

Managers Not Favorable to Their Par- 

alleling Chicago Rates. 

There is small prospect of the St. Paul 
and Minneapolls jobbers succeeding in get- 
ting the same rates on merchandise, etc., 
from New York xia Duluth as are made by 
the direct all-rail lines to Chicago. The of- 
ficials of the Western Freight Association, 
who went to New York a few days ago to 
attend the conference between St. Paul and 
Minneapolis merchants and the managers 
of the trunk lines and lake lines, returned 
yesterday well pleased with the result of the 
conference. 

The trunk line managers were this time 
on the side of the Chicago railroad officials 
and agreed with them that the demand of 
the St. Paul and Minneapolis merchants 
was rather “cheeky.” The Chicago of- 
ficials called attention to the fact, that when

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LINCOLN’S LONG REACH WITH A SWORD. 


William G. Souther, an Alleged Wit- 
ness of Lincoln-Shields Affair, Tells 
of “Old Abe” as a Duelist. 


Topeka, Kas., May 11.—William G. Souther 
olaims to have been an eye-witness of the 
historic duel, between Abraham Lincoln and 
Gen. James Shields, and has related what is 
purported to be the missing data of that 
event. : 

Souther, who is 78 years old, has for the 
last eighteen years been a clerk in the office 
of the auditor of the Santa Fé railway sys- 
tem in this city. Up to the time of the ar- 
rival of the dueling party at the Alton ferry 
the story he tells is very similar to those 
heretofore printed, but from there it differs 
widely. 

„ Arriving on the opposite shore, which 
was a wilderness of timber, a spot partly 
cleared was selected as the battle ground. 
Shields. took a seat on a fallen log on ong 
side of the clearing, and Lincoln seated him- 
self on another at the opposite side. The 
seconds then proceeded to cut a pole about 
twelve feet long, and two stakes were 
crotched in the end. The stakes were driven 
in the ground and the pole laid across the 
crotches, so that it rested about three feet 
above the ground. The men were to stand 
on either side of this pole and fight across 
it. A line waé drawn on the ground on both 
sides, three feet from the pole, with the 
understanding that if either combatant 
stepped back across his own line it was to 
be considered a giving up of the fight. 

„Along with the Shields party was Dr. T. 
M. Hope of Alton. He was very much op- 

d to the duel and reasoned with Shields 
for a long time. .As a result several notes 
were passed between the seconds. Lincoln 
remained firm, and said Shields must with- 
draw his first note and ask him whether or 
not he was author of the poem in the Jour- 
nal. When that was done he said he was 
ready to treat with the other side. Shields 
at length yielded. A note was solemnly pre- 
pared and sent across to Lincoln, which in- 
quired if he were the author of the poem in 
question. Lincoln wrote a formal reply, in 
which he said that he was not, and then 
mutual explanations and apologies followed. 

„watched Lincoln closely while he sat on 
his log awaiting the signal to fight. Fis 
face was grave andserious. I could discern 
nothing suggestive of Old Abe as we knew 
him. I never knew him to go so long before 
without making a joke, and I began to be- 
lieve he was getting frightened. But pres- 
ently he reached over and picked up one of 
the swords, which he drew from its scabbard. 
Then he felt along the edge of the weapon 
with his thumb, like a barber feels of the 
edge of his razor, stretched himself up to his 
full height, stretched out his long afms, and 
clipped off a twig from a tree above his head 
with the sword. There wasn’t another man 
of us who could have reached anywhere near 
that twig, and the absurdity of that long- 
reaching fellow fighting with cavalry sabers 
with Shields, who could walk under his arm, 
came pretty near making me howl with 
laughter. After things had been adjusted 
at the dueling ground we returned to the 
ferryboat, everybody chatting in the most 
friendly manner possible.“ 


THIRTIETH d. A. R. STATE ENCAMPMENT. 


Candidates for Department Offices 
and Honors Open Headquarters 
and Are Already at Work. 


Cairo, III., May 11.—[Special.}—Hundreds 
of the more prominent officers and members 
of the Grand Army of the Republic arrived 
here today to attend the thirtieth annual en- 
campment.

BISHOPS TO BE NAMED. 


GENERAL CONFERENCE SLATES 
ELECTIONS FOR THURSDAY, 


* a 


Dr. Buckley Thinks Next Sabbath Will 
Be Better Used if Contests Are 
Over—Editors to Be Elected Also— 
Methodist Daily Papers May Be 
Published in New York and Chi- 
cago—Attitude of Hotels Toward 
Coldrefi Delegates Is Indorsed. 

Cleveland, O., May 11.—[{Special.}—The 
Methodist General Conference today de- 
cided to have the elections commence on 
Thursday of the present week. 

The delegates were talking about the date 
of elections when the Rev. Dr. Buckley of 
New York arose and said he thought the 
next Sabbath day would be better spent by 
the delegates if the elections were held this 
week. He thought that the temptation to 
electioneer on Sunday would be too great 
were the elections held the first of next 
week. It was therefore decided that the 
election should be held next Thursday. 

An attempt was made to strike out of the 
record the remark of Dr. Buckley’s, that if 
the elections took place on Monday the 
candidates would not use the holy Sabbath 
as is it ought to be used under the certainty 
that the elections will begin next morning.“ 

The conference, however, seemed to think 
the remark was all right and decided to let 
it stand. The entire interest in the coming 
contests does not center in the election of 
Bishops, but in the selection of editors as 
well. 

The Rev. & M. Buckley wants to be con- 
tinued as cditer cf the New York Advocate. 
He is now Chalrman of the Committee on 
Episcopacy, and it is said could be elected 
Bishop if his ambitions were in that direc- 
tion, but he is content to stay where he 
now Is. : : 

A successor to the Rev. Arthur Edwards, 
editor of the Northwestern of Chicago, is to 
be elected. It is probable that he will suc- 
ceed himself. The Rev. John F. Berry, 
editor of the Epworth Herald, in Chicago, 
will also be likely to be reé@lected. The 
Nev. Ear! Cranston, senior agent of the pub- 
lishing house of New York and Chicago, is 
believed to be certain of reélection if he 
fails to satisfy his ambition to be Bishop. 
The Rev. D. II. Moore of the Western Ad- 
vocate of Cincinnati will probably be re- 
elected editor of that organ. Dr. Jesse Bow- 
man Young is also. said to, be sure of holding 
his position. 

Proposition for Two Daily Papers. 


A resolution is before the Book commitzee 
to establish two daily Methodist papers, to 
be devoted solely to the interests of the 
church. It is understood that the papers, 
if recommended, will be established at New 
York and Chicago. 

There are several resolutions before the 
Committee on Episcopacy, too, which seek 
to limit the term of a Bishop to eight years 
instead of allowing a life tenure, and still 
another reform proposed in this line is to 
retire the Bishops at the age of 70 years. 

Today there was a movement started to 
act upon a recent important recommenda- 
tion of Bishop Thoburn, who desires that 
there be an additional Bishop appointed for 
India, and who seeks an improvement for 
a plan of raising money in this country for 
missionary work in India. 

A delegate from the Puget Sound Confer- 
ence today proposed the election of field 
agents or district secretaries, who%hall de- 
vote their time and energy to the work of 
disseminating missionary intelligence by 
means of public addresses from pulpit and 
platform, and the distribution by  corre- 
pondence or otherwise of missionary publica- 
tions. The committee recommended the elec- 
tion of one Secretary of each General Confer- 
ence district. 

The conference today put itself on record 
again on the race question by adopting a 
resolution, introduced by the Rev. Dr. H. 
A. Monroe of Delaware, indorsing the treat- 
ment that Cleveland hotels have accorded 
to all the delegates, regardless of color, and 
demanding that wherever it is decided to 
hold the conference in the future a guaran- 
tee be obtained of equal treatment. 


Colored Bishop Resolution Referred. 


A motion was offered that the appoint- 
ment of a Bishop of African descent should 
be regarded not as a concession to prejudice 
but simply as “a legitimate and righteous 
way to promote the cause of God and the 
welfare of our world-wide Methodist 
Church.” The conference did not appear to 
precisely grasp the scope of the resolution 
and sent it to the Committee on Episcopacy. 

A colored delegate from Tennessee present- 
ed a resolution in condemnation of mob 
violence and lynching. He wanted it adopt- 
ed at once, but the conference referred it to 
the Committee on State of the Church. 

There was a slight flurry in the convention 
when a resolution was introduced deploring 
the financial condition of the country and 
asking that salaries* of officers connected 
with the benevolences be reduced. 

Robert T. Miller of Pittsburg said that he 
hoped the great Methodist Church would 
not go on record as a calamity howler. The 
resolution was sent to the Committee on 
1 Economy, which will be the end 
0 : 

The Rev. Dr. Moore on behalf of the 
Freedman’s Aid and Southern Education 
Society reported against changing the name 
and calling it the Southern Education So- 
clety.

RINAKER CASE STILL FAR FROM A 
SETTLEMENT. 


Prospects Are Good Now for a Re- 
count of the Sixteenth District Bal- 
lots—House Probably Will Remand 
the Contest Back to the Committee 
Because Some Repablicans Say 
They Cannot See Their Way Clear 
to Vote Against Downing. 

Washington, D. C., May 11.— [Special. 
According to the present program the Rin- 
aker- Downing election case will come up in 
the House tomorrow. 

Evidence is not wanting to lead to the be- 
lief that Rinaker will not havea particularly 
easy road to travel unless the sentiment of 
the House changes during the progress of 
the debate. Downing had a plurality of 
forty in a total vote for Congressman of 
88,323. The committee report on its face 
makes a net addition to Rinaker’s vote of 
53 and a net deduction from Downing’s vote 
of 17, thus finding an apparent plurality for 
Rinaker of 30 votes. The margin is so very 
narrow and the deductions and additions 
made by the committee 80 insignificant, com- 
paratively, that a large num 
liaan members of the House say they will 
not be able to vote for Rinaker on the show- 
ing made, but will vote to send the case back 
to the committee with instructions to re- 
count the votes cast in the Sixteenth Lilinois 


istrict 
as May Not Have a Case. 


It was impossible today to ascertain the 
extent of this feeling, but members were 
found in widely separated States who de- 
clared they could not vote for Rinaker under 
the circumstances, and for this reason it is 
feared that he may not be able to make out 
a case. Representative Cooke, who pre-

BERRY SCORES C. P. HUNTINGTON. 


Denounces the Railroad Magnate for 
Asking Public Aid. 


Washington, D. C., May 11.—When the 


river and harbor bill was taken up in the 
Senate today Mr. Berry (Dem., Ark.), a mem- 
ber of the Commerce committee, spoke in 
opposition to the Santa Monica harbor 
amendment. 

He declared this proposed expenditure of 
$3,000,000 -against the recommendation of 
government. engineers and against the ad- 
vice of the California Scnators was the 
most unjust and inexcusable proposition he 
had ever seen in connection with rivers and 
harbors. It was a disregard of public in- 
terest and a disregard of public sentiment, 
and an appropriation of public money for 
mre which will benefit private individuals 
only. : 

It was the first effort yet made, said Mr. 
Berry, to override the governmeht engineers 
by private engineers hired by private in- 
terests and having only private interests at 
stake. 

After speaking of the great importance of 
the river and harbor bill Mr. Berry declared 
if this amendment was forced on the bill 
it probably would defeat the bill for this 
session. 

The Senator reviewed the recommenda- 
tions of army boards in favor of San 
Pedro as the proper place for the Pacific 
coast harbor and spoke of the action of the 
Commerce committee in setting aside these 
reports and accepting the judgment of the 
Chairman of the committee (Frye), who had 
visited Santa Monica. 

It would be better to dump this $3,000,000 
into the Pacific Ocean,“ exclaimed Mr. 

erry, “rather than the country should 

now that titis Senate is ready to over- 
ride its army engineers, override public
